for several reasons. First it will have what it didn't send FBIB*, for example, 
all the informant contact forms tile SAs fill out after each contact. Among other 
things this includes evaluation of the information. Sometimes things are attached. 
There should be stuff in the N.O. 127 file, like the agent's notes lalso kept in 
evidence envelopes I think are FD 403 but I nay be wrong on the number) and copies of 
what the agent wrote and filed. 

With regard to the Marcellos, if you have not done so I think you should make 
inclusive requests about them. Of New Orleans. 

New Orlans certainly has a smaller backlog and if they send the stuff to FBIHQ 
for processing, a stall, someone like Jim Desar can claim no backlog on that. 

In your memo, 4. d), that ffcegis Kennedy report has always fascinated me 
because there is no apparent reason for him to have written such a report. The 
FBI knew very well that Brother Marcello was there. So why write that kind of nemo? 

What Kennedy does not include is that he saw -^errie there, as assuredly he did.
